of $1,800,000. The directors of the bank 
have deposited in the bank a sum sufli- 
cicnt to make the institution perfectly 


solid. Mr. Bigelow 1ms not been arrest- 


ed. 


The capital of the First National bunk 


ja $1,500,000 and the surplus is $1,200,- 
000. Mr. Bigolow has signed over prop- 
erty to the- bank amounting to $300,000, 
making his defalcation about $1,200,000. 
Asido from the surplus which will meet 
the amount of the defalcation, the sum 
of $1,030,000 has been subscribed by di- 
rectors to meet any demands which may 
bo made 'on the bank. The aggregate 
wealth of the directors who subscribed 
funds to meet aj.w requirements of the 
bank approximates over. $20,000,000. 


The comptroller of the currency has 


been notified and lias been asked to 
mako au immediate examination of the 
bank.

Saturday night. He admitted today that 
the amount had been lost in speculation 
and that he had falsified the books to 
cover up the defalcation.

Among the visiting bankers in conference 
were E. A. Hammill of the Corn Ex- 
change National bank, James D. Forgan, 
of the First National 'bank and Orson 
Smith of the Merchants Loaned Trust 
company's bank, all of Chicago. ,A mil- 
lion and a half of-'dollars was received 
From Chicago' at one o'clock. At that 
hour, th« news of the defalcation had 
•spread to such an extent as to cause a 
un on the 
institution.' The crowd 


which gathered numbered about 200, and 
blockaded the sidewalk in front of the 
bank. Those who seek to withdraw their 
funds, however, arc tho small depositors 
and they are being paid off as rapidly as 
they make their 
demands. There has 


been no great demonstration so far, the 
depositors acting calmly., Several poljce- 
men, have been detailed to maintain 'or- 
der.

BIGELOW HAS NO EXCUSES. 


Mr. Bigelow late this afternoon'would 


give out nothing regarding the bank and 
his relations with it save a formal state- 
ment. This was as follows. 


"I have no excuses to make. I do not 


care to speak of motives which 'I had 
and had no right to have. The big men 
among the directors of the bank have 
come forward in a way that should give 
absolute confidence to 
the community, j 


and they are deserving of the highest 
praise. There are no better men in any 
community and no stronger men finan- 
cially. The bank will be better and 
stronger than ever.' My family has been 
kept in ignorance of the conditions, .and 
their method of living is not to be laid 
up against them." 


While a large number of depositors 


withdrew their savings and open ac- 
counts, others who had implicit confi- 
dence in the soundness of the institution 
as rapidly made deposits.

To clean 
the chimney, wash it daily in hot suds, 
then wipe dry with cloth and polish with 
tissue paper.

nesday, June 21 j a special train will be 
run from Eacine; Rev. H. D. Robinson 
of Racino college may deliver the annual 
addross; Union Grove brass bond -will 
furnish, the music; dinner may bo served 
by the ladies of Union Grove .and vicin- 
ity; quartettes and individuals will sing 
and a baseball gamo will bo played; al- 
so certain privileges allowed. 


This was practically agreed upon at a 


meeting of those interested hold in tho 
directors' room of the! Manufacturers 
National bunk yesterday afternoon and 
the program is expected to excel any- 
thing arranged in recent years. At tlie 
meeting there 
were present John S. 


Blakey, president of the association; 
David Flett, treasurer; State Senator 
0. W. Johnson, George N. Fratt, C. C. 
Gittings, D. J. Moray, J. M. Driver, Pet- 
er Mj*cra, John Hulbcrt and others. 


CITY TO HELP OUT. 


Mr. Blakcy presided and briefly out- 


lined the objects oi the gathering, viz: 
Kxing the date'of the reunion, securing 
n. speaker, planning for the dinner, ar- 
ranging for transportation, music, etc. 
The president explained that when the 
last meeting of directors was held the 
society was $700 in debt; that he very 
foolishly guaranteed that if the city of 
Raoino would raise $350 the 
county 


would raise a similar amount and wipe 
out the debt. The city, through David 
Flett and 
others, had raised 
their 


amount, but the country fell down and 
ho could not see over $200 in sight, with 
possibly 
$50 more 
promised. Judge 


Flott had informed him that if the coun- 
try people would take hold of and furn- 
ish the dinner for the picnic, he would 
guarantee that the city would raise the 
deficiency of $100 or $150, but of course 
the proceeds of the dinner must go into 
the treasury of the society. 


Mr. Blakey said that he believed the 


country would do it, that he would call 
a public meeting and present the propo- 
sition to them. 


In view of the statement made by Mr. 


Blakey a motion was made by Mr. Flutt 
that in addition to the $350 already 
raised by the city, the city will agree 
to raise or pay 5200 more, provided the I 
people of Union Grove and vicinity will 
agree in furnish the dinner and turn 
over the proceeds to the society. The 
motion \vas carried.

The final curtain fel 
upon the life of the great comedian al 
0:13 o'clock last night, after a day of 
unconsciousness at his beautiful winter 
home, "The Reefs," and a heroic struggle 
oi days which had exhausted his vital- 
ity. At his death bed were h'is wife, his 
sons, Charles B., and Frank Jefferson, 
his nurse, Miss Mabel Bingham, Dr. R 
B. Potter, and hia faithful old servant 
Carl Kettlcr. 


Joseph Jefferson trill be best remem- 


bered by a generation of theater goers 
as the disreputable 
but 
loveable olc 


ne'er do well, "Rip Van.Winkle." To 
those who look closer into men and af- 
fairs, he will be remembered as one o1 
the truest friends the American stage 
ever had. He stood for the truest and 
best in dramatic art. 


He was an authority on all things dra- 


matic and was looked up to by the 
struggling student and tho experienced 
manager and actor. 


Likeall great actors, he had his vicis- 


situdes in early life, but unlike most, he 
died rich. He was credited with being 
the richest actor on the.American stage. 


PORTRAYED l-OUR CHARACTERS. 


Of the richness and rarity of his art 


there can be no question. In youth ho 
played many and various parts, but in 
the fullness of his powers he became BO 
identified with three or, four characters 
that the public would never let him give 
them up. There wen. "Rip," Bob Acres 
in "The Rivals," Caleb Plumrncr in "The 
Cricket on the; Hearth," and Mr, Go- 
lightly in "Lend Me Five Shillings." Be- 
cause lie confined himself to these plays 
some—a few—have said ho was a "one 
part" actor, but the great public awards 
him a place in the galaxy of great Amer- 
ican actors. 


Joseph Jefferson wns born in Philadel- 


phia in 1S29, 


GREAT GRANDFATHER A STAR. 


On his paternal side Joseph Jefferson 


came of an old nnd honored theatrical 
family. His great grandfather, Thomas 
Jefferson, was a well known actor in the 
time of David Garrivk. His grandfather 
came to America in 17.95, and bore the 
reputation of a first class, thoujh not 
brilliant actor. His father also was an 
actor of considerable ability, but wns 
more known for his lovable qualities as 
a man thnn for anything he accomplish- 
ed in a histrionic way. 


'Joe" Jefferson's association with the 


stage began in his earliest childhood. In 
an autobiography published some years 
ngo he says: 


'I may almost say I was born in the 


rheater." 


Young Jefferson accompanied his fath- 


er to Chicago in 1S3S. The journey in 
those days was made by canal boats, 
steamboats, and stages, and entertain- 
ments given on the way paid the ex- 
penses of the trip. 


Jefferson's father died in Mobile, Ala., 


Nov. 
24, 1S42. After his death young 


Joseph and his sister played children's 
parts for a joint salary of $12 a week. 
While in the south at this period young 
Jefferson also acted in the support of 
Wallack, Macrendy and the elder Booth. 


MET FUTURE WIFE. 


He came to New York and played nt 


Chanfrau's. National theater, where lie 
met Miss Margaret Clement Lockyear, 
an English girl 18 years old, who wns 
playing with the 
Chanfrau 
company. 


They were married on May 19, 1850. 


In 1857 .he joined the stock company 


plaj-ing at Laura Keen's theater. He 
himself has said that this really mnrked 
the beginning of his career as an actor. 


It was in 1850 that he mode his first 


trip abroad, and England welcomed him 
-warmly. Paris greeted him as cordially. 
In 1857 he was back in New York, ap- 
pearing with Laura Keeue. Three years 
later he wont to England and for five 
years was in that country and Australia. 
After that he confined hia chief activities 
to the American stage. 


GENIUS WAS VERSATILE. 


Mr. Jefferson, however, wns .something 


more than an actor. His charm as a 
writer is well known to renders of his 
autobiography, while as a lecturer he 
inet with success. Painting was one of 
his chief delights. Drawing nnd sketch- 
ing always had been among his amuse- 
ments, and in later years he had produc- 
ed some canvasses in oils that won high 
praise. 
His subjects are principally 


landscapes, displaying a deep sympathy 
with nature.. 
"'• 


Jefferson's lengthy career of activity 


over so largo'a range of country'ho'd giv- 
en him one of the largest lists of friends 
in tho land. Wherever "Joe" Jefferson 
went there was he loved. It was doubt- 
less in reference to 
thoae lesions 
of 


friends that he spoke one night at a din- 


ner, at the Auditorium hotel in Chicago, 
when he said: 


"I don't mind dying. It is the thought 


of • quitting all these dear faces that 
hurts."

^Winter Jefferson,' a son of the actor, 
'"heard of the death, of his father while 
passing through this' city lost night en 
route to Bellefontaine, 0. He has, can- 
celled all engagements for-his theatrical 
company and will leave the stage indef- 
initely. He.-said'that'he-would meet his 
brother in Toledo today and'then go. on 
to NewJYork for the funeral of his fath- 
er, arrangements for which, he said, had 
not been completed.
